HIS FAREWELL TO 
THE AMERICAN PEOPLE. 


He Touches up Concress in his 
Peculiar Style. 


And Vindicates the Integrity of 
His Public Life. 


An Able, Scathing and Eloquent 
Bocument, 


WASHINGTON, March 3, 1869. 
To the Peopie of the United States : 

The robe of office, by constitutional 
limitation, this day falls from my shoul. 
ders, to be immediately assumed by my 
successor. For him the forbearance and 
co-vperation of the American people in 
all his efforts to administer the Govern- 
ment within the pale of the Federal €Con- 
stitution are sincerelvinvoked,. With- 
out ambition to gratify, party ends to 
subserve, or pergonal quarrels to avenge 
to the sacrifice of the peace and welfare 
of the country, my earnest desire is to 
see the Constitution of the Republic 
agsin recognized and obeyed as the su-. 
preme law of the land, and the whole 
people—North, South, East and West— 
prosperous and happy under iis wise pro- 
visions. 

In surrendering the high office to which 
I was called four years ago, in & memor- 
able and terrible crisis, it is my privilege, 
I trust, to say to the people of the United 


the Union has been obnoxious. In a) 
without precedent in the history of any 
people, consequent upon the closing 
scenes of a great rebellion and the assas- 
sination of tne President, it was perbaps 
too much on my part to expect devoted 
partisans who rode on the waves of ex- 


lieve in good time would have advanced 
us infinitely further on the road to per- 
manent peace and prospority than we 
have thus far attained. 

Doubtless had I at the commencement | 


of my term of office unhesitatingly lent 
its powers or perverted them to purposes 
and plans outside of the Constitution and 
become an instrument to schemes of con-- 
fiscation and of general and oppressive 


as ail that was true and oh and deserv- 
ing ae the reliable bead of aparty, what- 
ever I might have been asthe xecutive 
uf anation. Unwilling, however, to ac- 
cede to propositions of extremisis and 
bound to obey at every personal hezard 
my oath to protect and defend the Con- 
stitution, I need not perhapg be surprised 


righis and laws have been the conscien- 
tiousness of having attempted to do their 
duty, and the calmer judgment of his- 


ry. 
A mysterious Providence had assigned 
to me the office of President. 
the terms of the Conatitution, the ¢om- 
mander-in-chief of nearly a million of 
men under arms. One of my first acts 
was to disband and restore to the voca- 


to divest myself, as far as } could, of the 
unparalleled powers then to the 
office. Whether or not in this step 1 
waa right, and how far deserving of the 
approbation of the people, they can now 
en reflection judge, when reminded of 


that must have resulted from tie contin, 
uance in the military service of such a 
vast number of men. The close of our 
domestic conflict found the army eager 
to diatinguish itself in a new field by an 
effort to purfigh European intervention 
in Mexice. 

By mary it was believed and urged 
that aside from the assumed justice o! 
the proceedings, a foreign war, in which 
both sides would cheerfully unite to vin- 
dicate the honor of the National flag 
and further illyetrate the National prow- 
ess, would be the ayrest and speediest 
way of awakening Nationsi enthysiasm, 
reviving devotion to the Union, and oc- 
cupying & force concerning which grave 
doubts ¢xisted as to its. wiliingness, after 
four years of active campaigning, at once 
to return to the oe Fake of peace 
Whether these speculgtions were true or 
false, it will be conceded that they ex- 
isted, and that the predilections of the 
army were for the time being in the di- 
rection indicated. 

Taking advantage of that foeling, it 
would have been easy, a3 COmmander- 
in-chief of the army and navy, with al! 
the powers and patronage of the Presi- 
dential office at my disposal, to turn the 
-eoncentrated sfrength of the nation 
against French interference in Mexico, 
and to inaugurate @ movement which 


the military and a large portion of the 
people. I: is proper in this connectiou 
that I should refer to the almost unlim- 
ited additional powers tendered to the 
Executive by the meacures relating to 
civil righte and the Freedmen’s Bureav. 
The powers that were placed within 
my grasp were deglined as being in vio- 
lation of the Constitution, dangerous to 
the liberties of the people, and fgnding 
to aggravate rather thao lessen 
cords naturally resniting from our civil 
war. With alarge army and augmented 
authority, it would have been no diffl- 
cult task to direct at plesegure the desti- 


‘| nies of the Republic, and to make secure 


my continuance in the highest office 
kpown to eur iaws. Let the people, 
whom {i am addressing from the Presi. 
dential chair during the sloging hours of 
a laborious term, consider how different 
would have been the present condition 
of affairs had I yielded to the dazzling 
invitation of foreign conquests, of per- 
song! aggrandizement and a desire to 
wield additional power. 
(Let them with justice consider that if 
I have not unduly magnified my ocfiize, 
the public burdens have noi been in- 
creased by my acis, and perhaps thous- 
ands or tens of thousands of Jives sacri- 
ficed to visions of falee glory. it cannot, 
therefore, be charged that my ambition 
has been of that ordinary or criminal 
kind which, to the detriment cf the peo- 
ple’s rights and liberties, ever seeks to 
grasp un warranted powers to accomplish 
its purposes and pauder to popular preju- 
dice and party aime. | 
What, then, have been the aspiraiions 
which guided me in my official acts? 
Those acts need not at this time an elab- 
orate explanation. They have every- 
where been comprehensively and fuliy 
discussed, and become a part of the na- 
tion’s history. By them [ am ready to 
be judged, knowing that, however im- 
perfect, they at least show to the impar- 
tial mind that my sole ambition was to 
restore the Union of the States, faith- 
fully execute the office of President and 
to the best of my ability protect and de- 
fend the Constitution. I cannot be cen- 
sured if my acts have been impeded in 
the interests of party faction, and if a 
policy which was intended to reassure 
and corciliate the people of both sec- 
tions of the country, was made the occa- 
sion of inflaming and irritating still fur- 
ther those who were recently in arms 
against each other, yet, as individuals, 
were sincerely desirous, as J shall ever 
be, of burying all hostile feelings in the 
grave of the past. The bitter war was 
aged on the part of the Government to 
vindicate the Constitution and save the 
Union, and if 1 have erred in trying to 
bring about @ more speedy and iastin 
ace, to extinguish heari-burnings an 
enmities, to prevent trouble in the South 
whicb was retarding materia! prosperity 
in that region and injuriously sff-cting 
the whole country, Iaim quite content to 
rest my case with the more deliberate 
jadgment of the people, and as I have 
already intimated, with the distant fu- 
ture.

Experienc- 
ing, moreover, as all have done, the 
frightful cost of the arbitrament of the 
sword, let us in the future clifg closer 
than ever to the Constitution as our only 
safeguard. 

It is to be hoped that not until the bur- 
dens how pressing upon us with such 
fearful weight are removed will our peo- 
ple forget the lessons of the war, and 
that, remembering them from whatever 
scuree, peace between sections and States 
may be perpetuated. The history of late 
events in our country, as well as of the 
greatest governments of ancient and 
modern times, to teach us that we have 
everything to fear from a departure from 
the letter and spirit of the Constitution, 
and the undue ascendency cof men al- 
lowed to assume powersin what are con- 
sidered desperate emergencies. Sylia, 
on becoming master of Rome, at once 
adopted measures to crush his enemies, 
and to consolidate the power of his ar 
He established military colonies through- 
out Italy, deprived of the full Roman 
franchise the inhabitants of the Italian 
towns who had opposed his usurpation, 
confiscated their lands and gave them 
to his soldiers, and conferred citizenship

Who, a few years agd, in con- 
tempiating our future, could have tup- 
posed thatin a brief period of bitter ex. 
perience everything that demanded, in 
the name of military emergency, or dic- 
tated by caprice, would come to be con- 
sidered as 3 matter of course; that con- 
scription, cortisecation, jogg of personal 
liberty, the subjections of States to mili- 
tary rule, and disfranchisement,. with 
the extension of the right of suffrage, 
merely to accomplish party ends, would 
receive the passive submission, if not ac- 


jt has been eleariy Gemoustrated by a 
recent occurrence that éncyoashments 
upon.the Coustitution eanpot be pre- 
vented by the President, however dee 
voted or determined he may be. That 
unle:s the people interpose there is no 
power under the Constitution to check a 
dominant majority pf of the 
Congres; of the United H’ates, An ap- 
peal of the nation is attended with too 
much delay to meet the emergency.

We have already seen the jurisdiction 
of the judiciary circumscribed. When 
it was apprehended that tie ouyrts woulg 
decide sgainst the laws having for their 
sole obj-ct the supremacy of party, while 
the veto power lodged in the Executive 
by (be Constitution for the interest and 
profestion of tha people and exercised 
by Washington and his successors, has 
been rendered nuggtory by a partisan 
m»jority of two-thirds in each branch of 
the national Legislature. 

The Covatitution evidently contem- 
plates that when a billis returned with 


the President’s objections it will be calm- 


ly recousidered by Congress. Such, 
however, has not been the practice un- 
der the present party rule. It has be- 
eome evident that men who pass a bill 
undes partisan jofluence are not likely 
through patriotic mo'jve3 to admit thor 
error, and thereby weaken their own or- 
ganizition, by solemnly confessiag it un- 
der the oflitial oath. Pride of opinion, 
if nothing else, has intervened and pre- 
vented a calm and dispassionate recon- 
sideration of a bill disapproved by the 
Executive. 

Much as I venerate the Constitution it 


“must be admitted that this condition of 
affairs had developed a defeat which, un- 


der the oppressive tendenoy of the legis- 
lative department of the Government 
may readily work its overthrow. It 
must, however, be remedied without dis- 
turbing the harmony of the instrument. 
The veto power iy generally exercised 
upon constitutional grounds, and wher- 
ever it is 86 applied sad tha bill returned 
with the Executive’s reason for with- 
holding his signature, it ought to be im- 
mediately cerufied to the Sdpreme Court 
of the United States for ita degision. «= 

If its constitutionslity sbali be de- 
clared by that tribunal it should then be- 
come a law, but if the decision is other- 
wise, itshould fail, without power in 
Congress te re-enact it. Io cases in 
which po constitutional question is in- 
volved, | wou'd not change the funda- 
mental law, for in such cases no perma- 
next eyil can be ineorporated in the fed- 
eral systems, It is obyioug that, without 
such 4k amendment, the Governwent 
as it existed under the Constitution prior 
to the rebellion may be wholly subverted 
and overthrown by a two-thirds majority 
in Congresg, 

Jt is not, therefore, difficuit to see haw 
easily avd iapidly the people may lose — 
shali I not say have lost—their liberties, 
by unchecked and uncontrollable au- 
thority in their law-making power, and 
whenever deprived of their rignts how 
powerless they aretoregainthem. Let 
us turn fora mement to tbe history of 
the majority in Congress which has 
acted in +uch utter disregard of the con- 
stitution. While public attention has 
been carefully and constantly turned to 
the past and exposed sins of the South, 
the servants of the people in their high 
place have boidly cytraged their trust, 
broken their oaths of obedience and yn- 
dermined the very foundation of liber- 


When the rebellion was being sup- 
pressed by the volunteered services of 


| patriotic soldiera amid the dangers of the 


batilefield,. these men crept without 
question into rags: and power in the 
national councils. After ail danger had 
passed, when no armed foe remained, 
when a penitent people bowed their 
heeds to the flag and renewed their alle- 
giance to the Government of the United 
States, then it was that the pretended 
patiiot appeared before the nation and 
began to prate about the thousands of 
lives and moillions ef treasure sacrificed 
in suppression of the rebellion, 


hey have since persistently sought to 
inflame the prejudice engendered be- 
tween the sections, to retard the restora- 
tion of peace and harmony, and by 
every means to keep open and exposed 
to the poisonous breath of party passion 
the terrible wounds of a four years’ war. 
They bave prevented the return of peace 
and the restoration of union; in every 
way rendered celusive the purposes, 
promises and pledges by which the army 
was mershaled, treason rebuked and re- 


bellion crushed; and made the liberties

They have wrested from the President 
his constitutional power ef the supreme 
command of the army and navy; they 
have destroyed the strength of the Ex- 
ecutive Department by making subordi- 
nate officers independent of and able to 
defy their Chief Magistrate; they have 
attempted to place the President under 
the power of a bold, defiant, and treach- 
erous Cabinet officer ; they have robbed 
the Executive of the prerogative of par- 
don; rendered null and void the acts of 
clemency granted to thousands of per- 
sons under the provisions of the Consti- 
tution, and committed gross usurpations 
by legislative attempts to exercise ths 
power in favor of party adherents; they 
have conspired to change the system of 
our Government by preferring charges 
against the President in the form of arti- 
cles of impeachment, and contemplating, 
before hearing or triai, that he should be 
placed under arrest, held in durance, 
and, when it became their pleasure to 
pronounce his sentence, driven frem 
place and power in diegrace ; they have 
in time of peacs increased the national 
debt by a reckless expenditure of public 
moneys and thus added to the burden 
which already weigh upon the people; 
they have permitted the nation to suffer 
the evils of a deranged currency to the 


enhancement in price of all the necersa- 


ries of life; they bave maintained a !irge 
standing army for the enforceme.! of 
their measures of oppression; they 
engaged in class legislation, built and 
encouraged mouopoiies, that the few 
might be enriched at the expense of the 
mauy ; they have failed to act upon im- 
portant treaties, endangering our peace- 
ful relations with foreign powers. 

Their course of usurpation has not 
been limited to inroads upon the Exe- 
cutive Dapartment by unconstitutional 
aud oppressive enactmente. The people 
of ten States of the Usion have been 
reduced toa condition more intolerable 
than that from which the patriots of the 
Iisvolution rebelled. 

Millions of American citizsns can now 
say of their oppressors wiih more truth 
than their fathers did of British tyrants, 
that they have forbidden the State 
governments to pass laws of immediate 
and pressing importance unless suspended 
until their assent should be obtained. 
(hat they have refused to pass other 
laws for the accommodation of large 
districts of people unless these people 
would relinquish their right of repre- 
eentation in the Legislature, a right 
inestimable to them and formidable to 
tyrants only. That they have made 
judges dependent on their will alone for 
the tenure vf citices and the amcunt and 
payment of claims. 

That they have erected a multitude of 
new offices and sent thither swarims of 
officers to harass our people and take cut 
their substance. ‘hat they have affect- 
ed to render the military independent of 
and superior to the civil power. Com- 
bined with others to subject us toa ju- 
risdiction foreign to our Constitution and 
uaacknowledgei by our iaws. Q'lar- 
tered large bodies of armed troops 
among us and protected them by a mock 
trial trom the punishment of avy mur- 
ders Which they should commit on the 
inhabitants, {[mposed tages on us with 
out our Consent, Deprived usin many 
cases of trial by jury. Taken awey our 
charters; excited domestic inaurrection 
amopg us; abolished cur most valuable 
laws; altered fundameataily the form of 
our government; suspended cur own 
Legisiatures, aud declared themselves in- 
yested with power te legigiate ied us in 
aligases whateyer. Tuis Ggatalogue oi 
crime, lovg aa it is, is not complete. 
Toe Constitution vests judicial power 
in one Supreme Court, whose juris- 
diction shall extend to ali cxases 
arlaing the Constitution and 
the laws of the Uuited Ntates. Naocour- 
aged by this promise, a refugee from tyr- 
anby,& citizen of the Ubited States also, 
bv order of a military commander, given 
vhder wangtien of cruel aid deliberate 
edict ci Congregs, had been devied the 
constitytional rights of liberty of con- 
sCiposue and freesjom of the press and of 
speech, personal freedom frou: mulitary 
arrest, of being held to a swer for crime 
only upon presentment of an indictment, 
of trial by jury, of the writ of habeas cor- 
pus and Che proteotion oF Givil con- 
stitutional government. A cit’zen thus 
deeply wronged appeals to the Supreme 
Court for the protection guaranteed him 
by the orgauic law of the land. Atonce 
a fierce and excited wen oh y, by the 
ruthlees hand of legislative power, 
stripped the ermine from the J udges, 
transferred the sword of justice to the 
Genera], and remanded the — 
citizen to a degradation and bondage 
worse than death, 

It will also be recorded as one of the 
marvels of the times that a party claim- 
ing for itself a monopoly of constituency 
and patriotism, and boasting of its un- 
limited sway, endeavored by a Costly 
and deliberate trial to impeach one who 
defsnded the Constituiion and Union, 
not only throughout the war of the re- 
bellion, but during the whole term of 
office as Chief Magistrate, but at the 
same time could find no warrant or 
means at their command to bring to trial 
even the chief of the rebellion. Indeed, 
the remarkable failures in the case were 
so often repeated that for propriety’s 
sake, if fgr no ophey reagan, it became at 
last necessary to eatend to him an un- 
conditional pardon, 

What more plainly than thig illustrates 
the extremities of party management 
and inconsistencies on the one band, and 
of faction, vindictiveness, and intoler- 
ance onthe other. Patriotism will hard- 
ly be encouraged when ion euch a record 
it sees that its instant reward may bethe 
most virulent party abuse ang oblicquy, 

Instead of seeking to 
make tregson gdicys, jt would in truth 
seem to have been their purpase rather 
to make the defense of the Constitution 
and Union a crime, and to punish fidel- 
ity to an oath of office. Happily for the 
peace of the country, the war has deter- 
mined against the assumed power of 
States to withdraw at pleasure from the 
Uaion. 

nF elaver also found 
its destructién in a rebellion cois;menced 
in its interests. It should be borne in 
mind, however, that the war nejtber im- 
paired nor destroyed the Constitution, 
but on the contrary preserved its 
existence aid ™de apparent its great 
power and enduring strength. All the 
Ld 4 6 granted to the States or reserved 
to the people are thereforeintact. Among 


those rights is that of the people of each 


State to declare the g'alification cf their 
own State electors. jt is now assymed 
that Congress can covtrol this vital right 
which can uever be taken away from the 
States without impairing the fundament- 
ai prineiple of the Government itself. 

it is necessary to the existenwe of the 
States as well as to the protection of the 
libarties of the people. For the oh to 
select the elector in whom the political 
power of the State shall be lodged, in- 
volye; the right of the State to govern 
i‘ge f. When deprived of this prerogative 
thre States will have no power wo;th re- 
taining. All will be gone and they will 
be subject to the arvitrary will of Con- 
gress. The Government will then be 
centralized, if not by the passage of 
laws, by the adoption through partisan 
jofluence of an amendmeut directly in 
conflict with the original design of the 
Constitution, 

This proves how necessary it is that 
the peopie should require the administra- 
tion of the great departments of the 
Government to be strictly within the 
limits of the Constitution. Their bound- 
aries have been accurately defined, and 
neither ghould be silowed to tregpass on 
the other, nor above ail, to encroach 
upon the reserved rights of the people 
and the States. The trouble of the past 
four years will prove to the nation bies- 
or if they produze so desirable a re- 
sult. 

Upon those who became young men 
amid the sound of cannon and the din 
of arms, and who quietly retarned to 
the farms, the factories and the schools 
of the land will principally devolve the 
solemn duty of perpetuating the union 
of the States, in defense of which hun. 


dreds of thousands of their comrades ex- 
pired and hundreds of millions of na- 
tional obligations were incurred. A 
manly people will not neglect the train- 
ing necessary to resist oppression ; but 
they should be jealous lest the civil be 
made subordinate to the military ele- 
ment, 

We need to encourage in every legiti- 
mate way a study of the Constitution for 
which the war was waged, a knowledge 
of and reverence for whose wise cheeks 
by those so soon to occupy the places 
filled by their seniors will be the only 
hope of preserving the Republic. The 
young men of the nation not yet under 
the control of party, noust resist the ten- 
dency to centralization, an outgrowth of 
the great rebellion, and be familiar with 
the fact that the country consists of the 
United States, and that when the States 
surrendered certain great rights for the 
sake of a more perfect Union, they re- 
tained rights as valuable and important 
as those they relinquished for the Com- 
monwealth, is sound old doctrine, far 
different from the teachings that led to 
the attempt to secede; and a kindred 
theory that the States were taken out of 
the Union by the rash acts of conspira- 
tors that happened to dwell within their 
borders, must be received and advocated 
wilh the enthusiasm of early manhood, 
or the people will be ruled by corrupt 
combinations of the commercial centers, 
wba, pethole fom wealth, annually 
emigrate to the capital of the nation to 
purchase epecial legisiation. Uatil the 
representatives of the people in Con- 
gress more fully exhibit the diverse 
views and interes s of the whole nation, 
laws cease to be mide without full discus- 
sion at the behest of some party leader, 
aud there will never be a proper respect 
shown by the law-making power either 
to the Judicial or Executive branch of 
the Government. 

The generation just beginning to use 
the ballot, it is believed, only need that 
their attention should be cailed to these 
considerations to indicate by their votes 
that they wish their representatives to 
observe all the restraints which the peo- 
ple, in adopting the Constitution, in- 
tended to iamupose upon them. 

Calmly reviewing my administration 
of the Government, I feel that, with a 
sense of accountability to God, having 
conscientjously endeavored to discharge 
my wholeduty, I haye nothing to regret. 
vents have proved the cocrectness of 
the policy set forth in my first and sub- 
sequent messages. The woes which have 
followed the rejection of forbearance, 
magnuanimity and constitutiunal rule are 
Known and deplored by the nation. 

It is a matter of pride and 
in retiring mjost exalted position 
in the gift of the people, to feel that in a 
long, arduous and eventful public life, 
my action has never been influenced by 
a desire for gain, and that] can in ail 
sincerity igquire, whom have | de- 
frauded? Wuom have | oppressed or, 
at whose haad have I received any bribe 
to blind my eyes therewith ? 

No responsibility for wars that have 
been waged or blood that has been shed 
rests upon me. My thoughts have been 
those of peace, and my efforts have ever 
been to allay contentions among my 
countrymen. Forgetting the past, let us 
return to the {rst principles of the Gov- 
ernment, and, ualtrling the banner of 
our country, inscribe upon it tn inefface- 
able characters, ‘the Constitution and 
the Union—one and inseparable."’

INTERVIEW WITH EX-PRES- 
JOUNSON. 


What te Proposes to Do, and what He 


Thinks of the Troubles Coming 
Upon Grunt, 


Correspondence Cincinnati Commercial. | 
WASHINGTON, February 23, 1869. 
What dors President Johnson think 
of sud expectof Gen. Grant’ ‘To an- 
swer this question, it mas Head Necessary 
to deilect from the swarms who literally 
round Seventcenth and G streets, 
aud faliin with those who follow on to- 
ward the White Huse, Durivg eeveral 
days past | have been privileged to ob- 
tain several isforms!l and quiet inter- 
views with President Johnson. By a 
competition, tco, Which can be under- 
stood, his personal friends and admirers 
have been careful toshow their regard at 
this time when attention is eigniticant 
sud 64nnat beselfish. Therefore has the 
daily condition of the White House re- 
ception rooms been recently a condition 
of jam, and therefore has it been as due 
to courtesy to make visits brie’, as it has 
Leen due to frieadship to make them 
frequent. What follows is consequently 
reaily the thread cf talk ranning through 
several calls and conversations, which 
for purposes of directness and coadensa- 
tion are treated as one. 
Correspondent—"I observe, Mr. Pres- 
ident, that the papeys have laid out for 
you a bysy, and, by inference, a bril- 
liqgntly successful programme in Tennes- 
see, upon your retirement from the Ex 
ecutive office. I know nothing to sus- 
tain or refute these statements, but am 
sure that the actual power and the re- 
tributive significances of your presence in 
the Ssnate would rejoice the hearts of al! 


your friends in both parties. Phan, too,

as if to overturn thia hope, it has been 
stated that you will go to Europe in the 
spriag, where, as you Know, such a re- 
ception would be acoorded you as few 
otaer men have ever received.”

48 to returning to the 
Senate, | am free to say that I think 
there is great need there and large = 
portynity theyg fof any man governe 
have profound convictions of bis own, 
and unbanding moral and physical cour 
age, too, to maintain them, For such 
men there isa erying Beeessity ia tbe 
Senate, and such mea coyld not only in 
time bring back the sway of the C»: sti- 
tution, but would. make their mark as 
benefactors of the country upon the his- 
tory of the future. Io many reepects I 
think that a menatog of the United 
States has the highest opportunities of 
any officer in our Government, for 
while in a sense he represents a State, in 
a larger and better sense he represents 
the country asa whole. By his longer 
tenure of office he survives the petty, 
stormy issues which biennially change 
the House, to 4 Gegree, and by his more 
expanded representatian he can and 
should rise to the plane of statesmanship 
and tolerance. When I remember my 
first entrance into Congress, I recall as 
cotemporaries Clay, Webster, Wright, 
Calhoun, Benton, Douglas, Claytqn and 
Hayne, and such men as being yet above 
even the average of their times, yet 
raised by attraction that average to a 
near level with themselves, I think that 
itis more than a coincidence that the 
evil which afflict thig country have 
dated from and have continued along 
with the deterioration of the character 
of Congress, individually and collecti /ely 
considered. Small men brought on great 
evils and great evils have continued 
smallmen. The dawn of better times 
will be signalized by the adyent of better 
men.”’ 

Correspondent—‘‘ President, have

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you heard what Wilsen realiy said in 
pe caucus of Radical Senators the otber

‘The President—"' No, sir. What?” 
Correspoudent—"' He said that he 
thought it unwise to consid: r the tenure 
of oflice bill this session, because, though 
reuaded that it would be repealed if 
srought to a vote, and though convinced 
that you would sign the repeal, he yet 
thought that aloug with your approval 
you would send in a messege which 
would rasp Congress mcre than it would 
be able to bear at the present time.” 
The President—" That’s just like Wil- 
sop. He has not enough sense to tell a 
thing in words which do not give his 
party -opponents a handle. The other

I 
vetoed that bill, and of course 1 would 
approve its repeal, to be consistent, as I 
have been consistent all through. Nev- 
ertheless, if, instead of a repeal, Con- 
gress should send me a bill modifying 
the civil tenure law, or even mitigating 
it, 1 would not approve of it, as I am 
against the whole principle of the act, 
believing it to be unconstitutional,” . | 

Coriespondent—"* Mr. Joknaon, the 
Senate will not touch the civil tenure 
law, in my judgment, until Gen. Grant 


shows bis hand, and not then, if he dis- 


play tne least sign of independence, As 
things stand, and as they tend, it is im- 
probable that the Senate will relinquish 
a sing!e feature of the law, for the Sen- 
ate fears, and does pot trust, your succes- 


gor.’’ 


The President—"T have noticed, sir, 
that you hive made much of the ques- 
tion in Zhe World. It was right. The 
whole of the administration hinges upon 
it. Itis the one thing which prevents 
a@ President from beiag President except 
inname. All the corruption of the ser-

{t would be useless to suspend men anu 
have their friends and supporters in the 
Senate pars upon their cases.

The President—"' Neither Gen, Grant 
nor any othcr ean administer this 
Government with such alaw. No man 
can administer it properly either who 
has pot a plan or policy, if you will, of 
hisown, founded upon a clear convic- 
tion of what the Constitulion teaches and 
means. Gen. Grant will be peculiar! 
liable to feel restive under this law. It 
is one] thing to sit in headquarters, to 
write orders and have them obeyed, and 
it is quite another to wish to institute 
measures and action, and find yourself 
hampered a3 no other President ever was 
before; and ta have your executive func- 
tiona ahora fsom you, and yourself 
blaimed fcr the bungling and corruption 
of others whom you cannotreach. Pres. 
idential recommendations will not 
amount to general orders by any means, 
If Gon. Grant develops an intelligent 
uuderstauding of our system, and de- 
mends a firm reepeat of his right, he 
may, in time, get back the powers to the 
Execytive ofiice which have been taken 
from if. Todo this he must surround 
himself in his couceils with politiciacs or 
statesmen who are familiar with admin- 
istration and with: the laws, and to 
whom can be safely committed the 
trusts and power of government. 
If a President wants a Cabinet 
of clerks he can get them, byt ke 
wiil fiod the whole load of government 
too much for hig me and his miad, If 
he secures experienced statesmen to as- 
sist him, he will find that himself and 
themselves are deprived of all advantage 
whioh comes from accord of action by 
the existence of a law forbidding changes 
of employes at will. Congress perceives 
that the people really disapprove of the 
checks put upon me. The effort the ablest 
men of the party are making for the 
repeal of the tenure of office act proves 
that they keenly interpret how public 
sentiment calls for it. That clause af the 
Army Appropriatign bill which I pro- 
tested against, making all the President’s 
ordera go threugh a subordinate officer, 
whom I[ might have removed at any 
time this twelve montb, and might even 
remove yet for insubordination, has been 
recommended for repeal. It shows that 
Congress feels the people are beginning 
to realizoa the shackles put upon the 
Executive, and demand their abrogation. 
If the peopie could ga thoroughly realise 
the other difjcuities of my situation, and 
if once the square igsues of the Constitu- 
tion against centralization could be 
voted upon, the verdict would be just 
what it will be when the history of my 
administration is written. Bat the real 
issues have never reached the people. 
The war eries erowded outall ether 
questions, and the history of the past 
rour years has been © history of success- 
fal jure'‘ag of the real questions and 
substitution of false one. There is hope 
yet. The Constitution of this country 
willcoms tothetopatlast. Even Lo- 
gan, in a speech yesterday, remembered 
that there was a Constitution some- 
where, and began dimly to recall it. 
This is favorable, though the very resist- 
ance of other Presidents against Con- 
gressional encrodéchments wil] hasten 
the time when the people will remand 
each department of Government to its 
sphere, and assure its proper independ- 
ence. That time cannot be far off. No 
farther off than the period, hawever 
early, when the real issues are under- 
stood and not covered up.’!

Here are ali 
the circumstances constituting a special 
election. And yet the Registrar fails-to 
give the necessary public notice, that euch 
a special election wili be held, which 
is required by law aud which is demand- 
ed by fairness ani by a due caution, to 
warn all the feithful voters that an elec- 
‘tion is to be b<!d and a vacancy to te 
filled.

Preeident GRANT has announced his 
eabinet. Exinu B. the 
w Secretary of State, long reccguized 

as GRANT'S confidential friend aud ad- 
viser, isa Radical of Radicals, irreasvible 
and pugnacious. He has had an ex- 
tended experience in Congress and lat- 
terly signalized himself as a evrt ef 
watch-dog of the Treasury. His eelection 
for the office so long filled by Sewarp, 
while it may find justification in 
GRANT’s desire to reward a tried and 
trusty friend, is one of the weakest that 
could have been made from among the 
leaders of the Rapublican party. To- 
wards the South he has ever been char- 
acterized by a fierce vindictiveness. A. 
T. Stewart, Secretary of the Treasury, 
is notorious for his success as a merchant 
and the possession of an immense fortune. 
in politics he is a Republican of the 
moderate school and enjoys the reputa- 
tion of a Figid economist. In that re- 
epect he isin full sympatby with the 
President and Secretary of State... J. D. 
Cox, Secretary of the Interior, is a Radi- 
cal. He served in the army during 
the war very credilably, and was Gov- 
ernor of Ohio for two years.

A DECISION was recently rendered by 
the Supreme Court of Lilincis, whieh is 
of vital importance to insurers and in- 
sured, tcuching, as it does, the right and 
power of insurance companies to vitiate 
policies. The case wes that of the keeper 
of a meat shop, who kept a keg of salt- 
petre on his premises, notwithstanding 
the terms written in his policy of losu 

rance declared that the keeping of ealt- 
petre should vitiate it. It also appeared 
that, on one oceasion, he sold a quantity 
of saltpetre to a customer, The proof 


in meat to use esaltpetre in emal! quanti- 
ties in their business, The Court held 
thateuch customary use of the article 
implied a knowledge of the fact on the 
part of the underwriter, and tbat the 
mere fact of use, or of keeping for use, 
in @ reasonable quantity, would not viti- 
ate the policy. But a keg of saltpetre 
was, under the procfs, more than a rea- 
sonable quantity, and the fact of selling 
to a customer mede the butcher a desler 
in the article to such an extent as c'early 
to render the policy void under its terms. 
De Ropa, the recently appointed 
Captain-General of Cuba is said to be, 
from his antecedents, a tyrant and 
butcher like CLayTon, of Arkansas, or 
BROWNLOW, laie Governor of Tennessee.

Bayliss turned as soon as 
he was shot at apd drew a revolver, 
Meguire jumping bebind a gate post, and 
aleo drawing a revolver. 

Both parties commenced firing almost 
simultaneously, Bayliss being unopro- 
tected, and cailing to Maguire to leave 
the gate acd stand out like a man. In 
this way each fired three shots, ail of 
Bayliss’ being withont effect, bat one of 
Maguire’s striking Bayliss in the lefi 
breas'?, passing through the body and 
comipg out beneath tne shoulder-blade. 

Mr. Bay!iss was immediately carried 
heme, and bis relatives seot for. He 
lingered in great agony until Tnureday 
evening, When he diej—periectiy re- 
signed and at peace wich the world—a 
irue gentleman, as he bad ever shown 
himself to be throught life. 

This tragic affair occurred, five miles 
northeast of Byhalia, Miss.

The Negroes of Giles County 
Petition for their Removai— 
Their Doings in Overton and 
Jackson Counties. 


From the Neshvilie papers of Thura- 
day we glean the following items 
nega the movements of the mil- 

tla: 

Gentlemen from Pulaski inform us 
that the colored people of Giles county 
have prepared, and are now circulating 
for signatures, petition to Gov. Santer, 
praying that Browpblow’s militia be 
forthwith withdrawn from that county. 


The petition recites that the most friend- | 


ly relations have existed at all times be- 
tween the white and colored people of 
Giles, and that the latter need no protec- 
tion from outsiders, and especially desire 
none from the character of mon lately 
sent in their midst. It speaks of the 
unrestrained straggling and frequent de- 
sertions of the militia, saying tnat their 
fsmilies and those of the wuite people 
among whom they live are constantly 
exposed to the danger of pillsge and cut- 
rage by the vicions men who thus seek
